A syndicate has applied to the Finnish Senate, through a local 
engineering firm, for permission to construct a railway from 
Helsingfors to St. Petersburg vid the towns of Borga, Lovisa, 
Fredrikshamn and Viborg (see “ Board of Trade Journal” of 
18th November, 1909, p. 304). 

The Liiskeli Company have been granted the right to build a 
railway from the Liiskeléi mills to the village of Joensun, on the 
north shore of Lake Ladoga. ‘The cost of this line is estimated at 
about 8,320I. 

The parish of Karttula have decided to have investigated the 
possibilities of. constructing a narrow-gauge line from the station 
of Kurkkimiiki, near Kuopio, to 'fervonsalmi. The length of the 
line would be nearly 41 kiloms. (about 25 miles). Motor loco- 
motives would be used. 

As soon as the Kaské-Kristinestad railway (see ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 22nd July, 1909, p. 149) has been completed, which 
is expected to take place in 1912, a line is to be constructed from 
Nikolaistad direct to St. Petersburg, although parts of the present 
railways from the towns in question to Helsingtors will probably be 
utilized for this purpose. All other new lines will have to wait till 
this one—which was not decided on by the Finnish Diet, but by 
the Russian Government—bas been finished. It will be built in 
conformity with the Russian system of railways. 

Attention has of late been drawn to the great natural wealth of 
Finnish Lapland, and to the easiest way of obtaining better means 
of communication from that part of the Grand Duchy. A project 
has also been made for the construction of a railway from Lake 
Enare to the nearest Norwegian port in the Nejdenfjorden.

A new harbour is projected in Helsingfors, near Sandviken. It 
would be protected towards the sea by the isles 
Harbour Works. of Busholm and Sandholm, and the strait 
between them would have to be filled up and 
connection with the mainland obtained by means of a railway 
embankment. This harbour would be as large as the south 
harbour, but deeper.

In the Customs statistics, 93,4071. worth of cotton goods are 
entered as French. Of this amount, 42,600I. is 

Cotton Goods. for goods which entered Morocco by the 
Algerian frontier, a considerable quantity of 

which .was probably of British origin. The 45,794/. worth 
imported at the ports and entered as French includes embroidered 
muslins of Swiss manufacture. The remainder consists mostly of 
salampcres from Pondicherry, cheap prints, cambrics, embroidered 
muslins and tulles, and cotton satins. Salampores have a large 
sale in the southern districts, being much worn by women there; 
in the north they are in but little request. Spain sends printed 
handkeychiefs, prints, cambrics and muslins, cretonnes, flannelettes 
and hosiery. From Germany and Austria-Hungary come cotton 
cashmeres, hosiery and sewing cotton. There is a large sale now 
for coloured cotton satins, which are much worn in preference to 
cloth in the warm weather.

The 
most popular articles will probably be patent leather shoes and 
boots, and in the case of the latter, uppers of black, blue and grey 
twilled cloth will be much in demand, especially for women’s wear. 
For the summer season it is expected that white shoes of leather 
or canvas will be much worn.

The senior member of a large department 
store recently informed the Vice-Consul that in a trip he intended 
making to Europe he was going to try to get in touch with some of 
the principals of British manufacturing firms; to use his words, 
‘““T am going to seek out the people who want to do business with 
me, but are contented to leave the trade in the hands of American 
representatives.” This gentleman further stated that for years he 
had been selling Irish, Nottingham, Scotch and other goods of 
British manufacture, but did not know the names of the manu- 
facturers nor where their works were situated. It is felt that the 
manufacturer should get into direct touch with his customers by a 
more liberal advertising of his whereabouts, of the nature of his 
goods, &c. Probably fully 25 per cent. more British goods of 
superior manufacture could be sold in the Portland district 
within the next 12 months if the vendors would seek out trade. 
The purchasing public do not necessarily study the price closely 
when good quality is secured.

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Russia, Finland.—'he following information is from the report by 
H.M. Consul at Helsingfors (Mr. C. J. Cooke) on the trade of 
Finland in 1909, which will shortly be issued :— 

There can be no doubt that British interests in Finland would 
be served best if there were a number of local agents representing 
British firms in various branches. It is not likely that possible 
Finnish buyers will take the trouble to consider seriously offers 
made only by post, without having any samples at hand, whereas 
a local agent, especially if he is an influential man, can do much 
by seeing the buyer in person and showing the article. Every 
British firm wishing to trade in Finland—tirms already trading 
with Russia included—should, therefore, says Mr. Cooke, take 
measures to appoint an agent in one of the larger towns, preferably 
Helsingfors. 

Asa rule British firms wishing to appoint a local agent write 
to the Consul asking him to suggest some suitable firm or person. 
The Consul then does so, giving a couple of names of respectable 
firms, either inerchants or general agents. There is, of course, a 
chance that an appointment will result, but there is just as much 
likelihood that the agents named may already represent some other 
firm in the business, and hence may be prevented from taking the 
agency. On the other hand, there may be suitable firms that have 
escaped the Consul’s attention, but who, if the British firm were 
willing to spend a few shillings in advertising in a local paper,* 
would apply. 

British manufactures are held in high repute in Finland, and 
only the high prices frequently asked, as well as the energetic 
and skilful advertising of competitors, prevent their being more 
generally bought and used. 

All kinds of cloth and cicthing, boots, sporting apparatus, paper 
manufactures, artistic printing, besides machinery, tools, and im- 
plements, could all be exported in greater quantities than now. 
It is possible that there would be some expense and little profit at 
first till the ground. was properly prepared. 

It may be mentioned that a local factory gave their imports 
from the United Kingdom as consisting of the following goods :— 
machinery, steam and small coal, coke, pig-iron, gas pipes, steam 
pipes, pipe parts, iron plate, screws, bolts and nuts ; pig-copper, 
zinc, lead, tin and bronze; copper, brass, zinc, lead, and galvanised 
(plain and corrugated) plate; copper and brass pipes ; copper and 
brass wire; red lead, white lead; tarpaulin, sacking; graphite; 
melting pots ;, files; tracing cloth and drawing paper ; lanterns, 
locks, hinges, and ship-furnishing goods generally. 

As regards terms of payment, it will often be necessary to allow 
larger firms extended credit. 

lt cannot be too often repeated that firms should quote their 
prices preferably in the local currency, namely, Finnish marks, 





* The names of papers circulating in Finland, and suitable for such advertise- 
ments. may be obtained by British fiims on application to the Commercial 
Intell'gence Branch of the Board of Trade, 72, Bas‘ngkall Stre t, London, E.C. 
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and per kilogram or per metre, thus facilitating calculations for 
the Finnish buyers. 

The greater part of the trade with Finland is on a comparatively 
small scale, and much of it is done by three months’ acceptances. 
Firms should not insist on payment against documents in England, 
but adopt the more convenient method of payment against 
documents in Finland. 

It is chiefly owing to unwillingness on the part of British firms 
to comply with reasonable requests by Finnish firms, founded on 
the peculiarities and traditions of local trade, that so much of 
the trade slips out of British hands and goes to foreigners 
more ready to see the local requirements and meet them, thus 
firmly establishing themselves on the market and in the minds of 
local business men and the public.

Morocco.— The following information is from the report by H.M. 
Consul-General at Tangier (Mr. H. E. White, C.M.G.) on the trade 
of Morocco in 1908, which will shcrtly be issued :— 

The total trade of Morroco, which had fallen to 4,393,3571. in 
1904, has increased year by year since, and in 1908 reached 
6,179,9481., an increase of 33 per cent. on the total trade of the 
preceding year, the increase being even greater in imports than in 
exports. 

British trade has shared in the general revival, having increased 
from 1,417,1511. in 1905 to 2,248,977/. in 1908. Although as 
regards imports British trade is nearly double what it was 20 years 
ago, the trade of other countries has increased to a greater extent 
in proportion, so that the percentage of British trade to the whole 
has steadily decreased. ‘The reason for the lower percentage of 
British trade is to be found in the increased number of foreign 
firms now established in the country, and in the opening of new 
lines of shipping between Moorish ports and foreign countries, thus 
facilitating the direct trade with those countries. Foreign traders 
have been active in pushing their business and have sometimes 
been somewhat too ready to grant credit, as they have found to 
their cost, whereas the older estabiished British houses have learnt 
caution in this respect. 

The Consul-General receives a considerable amount of com- 
mercial literature during the course of the year, but it is almost 
invariably in English, and therefore practically useless. Even 
letters, catalogues, &c., sent to the French engineer in the service 
of the Moorish Government and in charge of public works, are in 
English. If British firms desire to extend their business in 
Morocco they must be prepared to have their catalogues, Kc. 
printed in French and Spanish.

The followimg is a copy of a Notice (No. 94) giving the 
results of the examination and testing of an automatic beam-

The Board of Trade have examined and tested a pattern of an 
automatic beam-scale arranged to weigh definite loads of 1 lb., of 
the form herewith shown, similar in principle of construction to the 
one referred to in Notice 85, dated May, 1909 (see ‘ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 15th July, 1909), but modified in certain 
details of construction, and have issued a certificate under the 
provisions of Section 6 of the above Act that the pattern is 
not such as to facilitate the perpetration of fraud when used for 
weighing cereals, &c. The modifications include (1) the fitting of 
a tipping pan or scoop, arranged to be automatically tipped about 
its pivots after each weighing, (2) the abandonment of the control 
plate fitted over the weights end of the beam in the 2 Ib. pattern.

The 
countries adopting the system of official values annually revised 
are :—Austria-Hungary, Belgium, France, Italy, Spain, and (for 
imports) Germany and Switzerland. Exports from Switzerland 
are returned at declared values, and, since April, 1909, only about 
one-third of the exports from Germany have been returned at 
official values, the values of the remainder being declared. The 
figures in italics are based, wholly or mainly, on the prices of some 
earlier year than that under which they are shown. The values of 
the exports from Germany for the three months ended March, 
1910, and for the four months ended April, 1910, are based, in 
each case, partly on declared values and partly on the prices of the 
year 1909. 

In the case of Russia, Germany, Belgium, France, Switzerland, 
Italy, Austria-Hungary, Egypt, Japan, Canada, and the United 
Kingdom, the import figures given in the above summaries 
represent. imports for home consumption. In all cases the export 
figures are intended to represent exports of domestic produce. 
In most cases, however, they include a certain amount of 
‘‘nationalised” goods, 7.e., goods originally imported for consump- 
tion, and which, if dutiable, have been charged with duty, but 
which are subsequently re-exported.

IMPORT TRADE OF THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS 
IN 1909. 


The following particulars of the import trade of the Straits 
Settlements in 1909 are taken from a report by Mr. W. C. P. Keun, 
Acting Registrar of Imports and Exports at Singapore :— 

The value of the imports of merchandise during 1909 into the 
Colony of the Straits Settlements, which comprises Singapore, 
Penang, Malacca, Dindings, Christmas Island and, Labuan, was 
301,314,000 dollars (35,153,000/.), exclusive of the inter-colonial 
trade, an increase of 4,70],000 dollars (548,000/.) as compared with 
1908. The exports of merchandise were valued at 267,498,000 
dollars (31,208,000/.), an increase of 5,038,000 dollars (588,0001.) 
as compared with 1908. The imports from the United Kingdom 
were valued at 32,021,000 dollars (3,736,000/.), an increase of 
1,432,000 dollars (167,000/.); and from the Continent of Europe at 
13,230,000 dollars (1,544,0001.), a decrease of 707,000 dollars 
(82,0001. ).

DOMINION OF CANADA. 


The “Canada Gazette” of 21st May last contains an Order-in- 
Council, dated 11th May, 1910, which lays 


Regulations down amended regulations, under the Petro- 
ae ~ leum and Naphtha Inspection Act, regarding 
= “ ~ . j the importation of petroleum, in bulk, in tank- 
etroleum an ships, into the Dominion of Canada. 
Naphtha. Under these Regulations, which rescind those 


established by Order-in-Council of 2nd August, 1899, it is pro- 
vided, inter alia, that petroleim and naphtha, in bulk, in tank- 
ships, may be imported at any Customs port of entry or Customs 
outport of entry in Canada, provided, however, that petroleum and 
naphtha imported in bulk shall not be discharged from any vessel 
or barge into storage tanks which have not been approved by the 
Minister of Customs, and authorized for the storage of such petro- 
leum and naphtha by the local or municipal authorities of such 
place. 

No such tank-ship, vessel, or barge shall be permitted to dis- 
charge cargo at any port where municipal regulations have not 
been established. 

Petroleum or naphtha in bulk shall not be imported in tank- 
ships, vessels or barges having case-oil or other cargo on board, 
nor contrary to the provisions of the Customs Laws and Coasting 
Regulations. 

Kvery tank-ship arriving at Canadian ports having on board 
petroleum or naphtha in bulk is required to hoist a red flag bearing 
the word “ petroleum ” or “‘ naphtha,” and to keep such flag flying 
during the hours of daylight whilst any such petroleum or naphtha 
is on board, and thereafter so long as she shall remain in Canadian 
waters, and during the same period to display by night two red 
lights vertically, not less than 20 feet above the deck—provided 
that the Harbour Master, or other person having control of the port, 
may dispense with the requirements of this rule when he is satisfied 
that a ship after discharging the petroleum and naphtha on board 
has been thoroughly emptied, cleaned and ventilated. 

The master of every tank-ship arriving at Canadian ports must, 
on entering his vessel inwards, and before proceeding to the berth 
assigned to his ship, declare in writing to the Harbour Master or, 
in his absence, to the principal officer of Customs— 

(a) What quantity of petroleum and naphtha the ship is carrying, 

(6) The number of compartments or tanks in which the oil is 
stored, 

(c) The nature and quality of the oil, and whether it is covered 
by any or what certificate, as to the temperature at which the oil 
gives off an inflammable vapour. 

Petroleum and naphtha must not be discharged from such tank- 
ship until samples thereof have been tested by an Inland Revenue 
Customs officer duly qualified to test the same. Naphtha will be 


tested for gravity only.

Until the Government of Nyasaland has a veterinary staff in the 
Protectorate the certificate of the Court of the district from which 
the animals come as to (a) and the certificate of a Government 
Veterinary Surgeon of North-Hastern Rhodesia as to (/) will be 
accepted by the Southern Rhodesian Administration. 


GAMBIA. 

With reference to the notice which appeared on p. 395 of the 
‘Board of Trade Journal” of 24th February 
t anaiatin last respecting the free importation, under 
ceniianienie Ordinance No. 18 of 1909, of certain Consular 
‘goods into Gambia, the Board of Trade have 
now received a copy of a further Ordinance (No. 6 of 1910), which 

was assented to on 10th May last. 

The present Ordinance repeals the Ordinance No. 18 of 1909 and, 
at the same time, provides that the baggage and effects accompany- 
ing the Consular Representatives of the United States, Mexico and 
Cuba, or of those of their families and suites, shall be exempt from 
examination, and that no Customs duties shall be levied on such 
baggage, &c. or on officially sealed packages addressed to them by 
their Governments or on articles imported for their official use— 
provided that the above provisions (except in so far as they relate 
to officially sealed packages and articles imported for official use) 
shall not be applicable to any Consular Representative who is 
engaged in any other business or profession. 

The Governor is further empowered, on the Resolution of the 
Legislative Council, to extend the above provisions to the Consular 
Representatives of any other country. 


ST. HELENA. 
The Board of Trade have received from the Government of St. Helena 
a copy of the ‘‘ Customs Amendment Ordinance, 
1909” (No. 3 of 1909), which has been passed 
for the purpose of encouraging the establish- 
ment and development of industries in St. 
Helena. 'The Ordinance empowers the Governor- 
in-Council, on application of a consignee, or his

agent, to exempt from wharfage dues any materials, in part or in 
whole, imported into the Colony for the establishment and develop- 
ment of industries. 


A further Ordinance (No. 2 of 1910), dated 23rd March last, has 
been received, which has been enacted in order 
to protect the trade stamp of the Colonial 
Government. 

Under this Ordinance it is provided that 
every person who forges any trade stamp or

SPITZBERGEN. 


With reference to the notice on p. 280 of the “ Board of Trade 

Journal” of 6th May, 1909, relating to coal 
Coal Production. obtained in Spitzbergen by the Trondhjem- 

American Coal Company (otherwise known as 
the Arctic Coal Company), the British Vice-Consul at Bergen 
reports that, according to a statement by the Company’s mana- 
ger, 7,000 tons of coal were mined during last winter. Work 
was directed, however, not so much to obtaining coal as to 
pushing on the workings beyond reach of the frost, and the 
majn level is now about half a mile long. Work this summer 
is to be devoted entirely to the installation of machinery, and 
regular coal working will begin in October next. The production 
of coal during the summer of 1911 is expected to be 50,000- 
60,000 tons, all of which is to go to Norway. The manager 
expressed his conviction that the coal was of excellent quality, 
and that it could be mined at a small but reasonable profit. 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consnl- 
General at Chicago (Mr. H. D. Nugent) on the trade of that 
district in 1909, which will shortly be issued :— 


During 1909 the Illinois Steel Company, at South Chicago, Illinois, 
Electrically installed the first Heroult electric furnace of 
Refined Steel large capacity that has been built in the United 
' States. This furnace has been producing elec- 
trically refined steel at the rate of about 3,000 tons per month. 
The hot metal is taken from the Bessemer converter, and refined in 
the furnace to reduce the percentage of phosphorus, sulphur and 
other impurities. Experimental lots of rails made under this 
process have been supplied to some of the Western railways, and, 
so far as can be seen at present, they are likely to prove a success, 
as they show remarkable ability to resist hard usage. 

The cost of this electrically refined steel is stated to be higher 
than that of steel made by the ordinary processes, and this will 
probably prevent for some time its general adoption for rail-making 
purposes ; in other products which have a higher cost apart from 
that of the steel used in them its more general use may be 
expected. 
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JAPAN. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Commer- 
cial Attaché at Yokohama (Mr. E. F. Crowe) on the trade of Japan 
in 1909, which will shortly be issued :— 


One of the features of 1909 was the development of the graphite 
trade. Although this may be said to be still in 


ee, its infancy, it is thought that it has a bright 
Graphite future before it. 


The graphite is all Corean and comes from 
mines in the east of Corea. It is brought to the coast by coolies 
and on the backs of ponies, and is shipped in junks to Gensan, 
where it is transferred to small coasting steamers, which bring it 
to Shimonoseki. Here it is examined, packed in barrels, and 
shipped in large steamers to the United Kingdom and the Continent 
of Europe. 

The quality varies considerably, but on the whole it is far inferior 
to Ceylon graphite, and it sells roughly at about 5/. a ton. The 
mines are said to consist chiefly of pockets, and as yet no experts 
in graphite mines have examined them. 

Many firms are now taking an interest in the matter, and it is 
not unlikely that, within the next year or two, the trade may reach 
substantial proportions. 





YARNS AND TEXTILES. 


JAPAN. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Commercial 
Attaché at Yokohama (Mr. E. F. Crowe) on the trade of Japan in 
1909, which will shortly be issued :— 


During the year the manager of the Fuji Gassed Yarn Company 
patented a process with regard to waste silk 
which may revolutionise the whole industry if 
it does all that its inventor claims for it. It 
appears that the new process consists in boiling 
from Waste the waste silk while it is still wet, instead of 
Silk drying it first. At present the silk reeling 
establishments dry their waste, and sell it either 
for consumption in Japan or for export in the shape of dry waste. 
This dry waste has then to be boiled. Under the new system the 
boiling of the silk will be done up country by the reelers themselves 
betore the waste has had time todry. It is estimated that in this 
way 70 lbs. of boiled dry waste will be obtained for every 100 lbs. 
of ordinary dry waste, but that the former will produce 35 lbs. of 
peigne (dressed silk) as compared with only 30 lbs. from the latter, 
and the quality under the new system will, it is stated, be much 
better. |

RUSSIA: 


With reference to the notice on pp. 246-7 of the “ Board of Trade 
Grain Crop Journal” of 5th May relative to the condition 
Prete Rene, A of the grain crops in South Russia, H.M. 
i illiee met Consul-General at Odessa (Mr. C. 5S. Smith) 
Western Russia, 2° reports, under date 2nd June, that in the 
’ greater part of Southern and Western Russia 
the winter grain is decidedly better in appearance than usual, and 
is sometimes excellent. The spring crops have germinated well 
and evenly nearly everywhere, and in those districts in the west, 
south-west, south, and south-east of Russia where warmth has 
favoured them they are of better growth than usual. 

The ground in most places received sufficient moisture in the 
winter, and now, at what is about the most critical period of 
growth, good rain is reported from most of those districts where it 
was beginning to be needed. A little more rain will be needed 
for both winter and spring crops. Damage from heavy showers of 
rain or from hailstones seems to be local and limited. On the 
whole the prospects are good. 





RUSSIA (FINLAND), 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Helsingfors (Mr. C. J. Cooke) on the trade of Finland in 1909, 
which will shortly be issued :— 


The Finnish Forest Department in 1904 marked 50,000 trees, 
en in 1905 about 100,000 trees, in 1906 about 
of Lapland 101,000 trees, in 1907 about 138,000 trees, and 

; in 1908 about 100,000 trees, to be felled from 

the Finnish Government forests on the river Pasvig. All efforts to 
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sell the timber by auction have hitherto been in vain, owing to the 
great difficulties of transport. 

The value of all Government forests in Lapland that are situated 
so that the timber can be floated down rivers was estimated in 1902 
at about 2,800,000/. According to the report of the Finnish Forest 
Department for 1907, there are 31,060,000 trees, and the amount of 
timber that could be exported annually would possibly be between 
200,000 and 300,000 logs. 

To facilitate the export of timber, tar, &c., and possibly also of 
minerals, it will be necessary either to build a railway to the Arctic 
Ocean or to join the other Finnish railways, or to dredge the river 
Pasvig.

The increase of 181,000 cases during the 1909-10 season is due to 
the fact that the additional orange gardens recently planted are 
now coming into bearing. The Acting Vice-Consul adds that there 
will probably be a still larger increase during the next season. 





CHINA. 


H.M. Consul at Nanking (Mr. H. Goffe) reports that, owing to,the 
unfavourable weather during the early part of 
this year, the barley and wheat crops of the 
Nanking district have suffered considerable 
damage, and it is feared that the total yield for 
the province of Kiangsu will reach barely two-thirds of an average 
crop. 

There is at present, adds the Consul, a great scarcity of rice in 
the province, and the prospects of the autumn crop are none too 
favourable. The export of rice has been prohibited and large 
quantities are being imported from Saigon.

workpeople employed in coal and iron mining, 
the cotton, woollen, worsted, and other textile trades, the building 
trades, the boot and shoe and other clothing trades, and the paper 
and glass trades), besides a large number of returns of a non- 
statistical character received from employers’ associations, trade 
unions, local correspondents, and other sources, employment in 
May continued to improve on the ‘whole. There was a slight 
decline in the printing and furnishing trades, and an improvement 
in most branches of the metal, engineering, and shipbuilding 
trades. In the other industries employment was much about the 
same as in April. 

As compared with a year ago, employment in all the principal 
industries, except cotton, showed considerable improvement. 

In the 416 trade unions, with a net membership of 703,439 
making returns, 29,787 (or 4°2 per cent.) were reported as 
unemployed at the end of May, 1910, compared with 4°4 per 
cent. at the end of April, 1910, and 7:9 per cent. at the end of 
May, 1909.

Of the herrings imported into Dantzig in 1909, the United King- 
dom sent 168,759 barrels, as compared with 272,931 barrels in 
1908. The Netherlands contributed 41,536 barrels, as against 
18,129 barrels in the previous year, and German ports furnished 
30,2386 barrels, as against 3,136 barrels in 1908. 

It should be remembered that of the herrings imported into 
Dantzig the greater portion are forwarded to Russia. In 1909 the 
proportion thus forwarded was no less than three-fifths. The result 
is that three-fifths of the barrels arriving at Dantzig from the 
United Kingdom have to be judged, not by the state in which they 
are when they reach Dantzig, but by the state in which they will 
be found when they are delivered at some destination, perhaps very 
remote, in Russia. Several complaints have been made lately as to 
the inadequacy of the railway transport facilities provided for the fish 
when it gets to Russia, the slowness of the trains and, above all, the 
heavy tariff the herrings have to pay notwithstanding the fact that 
in the Russian provinces they are an article of prime necessity. 
From all this it will be seen that good quality and reliability of 
brand are of great importance.

H.M. Consul-General at Tripoli (Mr. J. C. Alvarez, I.8.0.) reports 
that a telegram received at that place from 
Murzuk has announced the safe arrival at Ghat 
of more than 1,500 camel loads of ostrich 
feathers, ivory, and hides from Z ender, Air and other places, which 
had been detained owing to lack of camels and to the suspension of 
traffic in consequence of the insecurity of the roads. ‘These cara- 
vans are confidently expected to arrive at Tripoli in August, and 
hopes are freely expressed of a brisker movement of caravans in 
the future.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


H.M. Consul at St. Louis (Mr, T. E. Erskine) reports that, according 
to the ‘“ Breeder's Gazette” of 25th 
May, the experiments in the manufac- 
ture of paper from corn (maize) stalks, 
aided and directed by the Department 


Manufacture of Paper 
from Maize Stalks and 
from Rice Straw. 
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of Agriculture, have had successful results. The product is 
suitable for stationery and book work, but cannot yet be produced 
at a sufficiently low cost to make it available for common printing 
paper. 

Moreover, it is announced that a valuable food extract, containing 
45 per cent. of sugar, is a by-product of the manufacture of high 
grade paper from maize stalks, and that thereby the value of the 
maize crop has been considerably increased. 

Attention will now, it is stated, be turned to experiments with 
rice straw (see “ Board of Trade Journal” of 15th July, 1909, p. 
133). Broom corn stalks were not found to yield a satisfactory 
product, but hope is entertained that rice straw, one of the great 
waste by-products of southern agriculture, can be made to yield a 
useful quality of paper under commercial conditions. 





JAPAN. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Commercial 
Attaché at Yokohama (Mr. E. F. Crowe) on the trade of Japan in 
1909, which will shortly be issued :— 


One of the features of 1909 was the activity with regard to water 
Ww power schemes. There is no doubt that a 
ater Power , . 
eatin, country like Japan, with a large number of 
rivers and waterfalls, is ideally situated for the 
production of water power, and there are already in many parts of 
the country small plants in operation for the running of electric 
light and tramway undertakings. Of large hydro-electric under- 
takings, however, the only one which appears to be meeting with 
success is that of the Uji River, which is intended to supply Osaka. 
The other great consumer of power in Japan is the capital, Tokio, 
and there are five or more water power schemes on foot, all of 
which have been placed with a view to enabling Tokio to dispense 
with coal. ‘T'wo of these enterprises have been jointly undertaken 
by British and Japanese capitalists, but various difficulties have 
arisen, sometimes on one side and sometimes on the other, and it 
does not appear that either scheme is making very rapid progress. 
There are said to be many obstacles in the way of the larger 
projects. In one case the dam to be constructed would have to 
be of such big dimensions that some experts doubt whether it 
would be safe in an earthquake country; in another case the flow 
of water cannot be depended upon; while in yet another the water, 
coming as it does from a district which is full of mineral springs, 
would probably corrode the pipes and injure the machinery. No 
doubt similar or even more serious difficulties have to be en- 
countered by engineers in other parts of the world, and if 
all the troubles in connection with the financing of the scheme 
and the rights of farmers, &c. can be overcome, the suppliers of 
cheap power to Tokio will have a chance of making excellent 
profits.

Confidential Information. 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby 
the names of British firms desirous of receiving contidential 
information as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those 
branches of trade in which they are specially interested, and as 
to other connected matters, are placed on a special Register at the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board’ of Trade, has met 
with widespread approval, as evidenced by the steady increase in 
the number of names so registered. Hitherto no charge has been 
made for admission to the Register, the only requirement being 


subscription to the “ Board of Trade Journal.”

The great increase 


in the number of names inscribed, and in the amount of informa- 
tion distributed has, however, rendered it necessary to make a 
small charge for the service, and accordingly firms desirous of 
utilising this source of information are now (since Ist April, 
1910) required to pay an annual fee of one guinea to the Accountant 
General, Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W., for 
the service, including the supply of the ‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal,” 
instead of merely subscribing to the ‘ Journal,” as previously, 
British firms who wish to 
have their names registered should apply in writing to the Director, 
Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, 
K.C., for the necessary form of application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as 
heretofore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms 
upon the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers 
in Foreign Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and 
the Imperial Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and 
from other sources available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

Notre.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred 
to above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready 
to answer enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the

The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of 
the Board of Trade (73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.) is 
intended to be a centre at which information on all subjects of 
commercial interest shall be collected and classified in a form 
convenient for reference, and at which, so far as the interests of 
British trade permit, replies shall be given to enquiries by traders 
on commercial matters. On application being made to it either 
personally or by letter, the Branch supplies, so far as is possible, 
information with regard to the following subjects, viz. : Commercial 
Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and 
Customs Regulations ; Lists of Firms Abroad engaged in particular 
lines of business in different localities; Foreign and Colonial 
Contracts open to Tender ; Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade 
Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin ; Regulations concerning 
Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. 

There is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in 
addition to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of 
the Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of 
Trade, specimens of special interest that may be received from 
India, the Colonies, &c., are exhibited from time to time. 

The Government of Canada has established, in proximity to 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch, at 73, Basinghall Street, a 
special office for dealing with trade matters. 

The ‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, and intended for general information, is conveyed to 
the public. The “Journal” is issued weekly at the price of 
3d., the annual rate, inclusive of postage, being 15s. 2d. All
